States Marshal Garden ot Wheeling and 
cx-Sccretory of State Ohley of Charles- 
ton. Both thesis men were terribly scald- 
ed by the escaping steam and will prob- 
ably die. Miss Lulu Downtain, state li- 
brarian, was also one of the unfortunate 
sleepers on the switched train and was 
fatally injured. Several other passengers 
were injured, but it is not known, how 
badly. The scenes at the wreck 
pitiable and heart-rending.

Northern Berkshire Medical association 
can afford to remain silent under the im- 
putation that its members know no more 
of the etiology of typhoid ftver, and are 
as indifferent to its presence in this town, 
as the article in the TBA.NSCKEPT of Wed- 
nesday headed "The Doctor's Opinion," 
would indicate. If so, that is the associa- 
tion's lookout. But it ought not to allow 
its spokesman to publish untruths. 
He 


says that "moBt of the typhoid cases are 
confined to the hospital at the present 
time, and tnat the Dumber they, have had 
there is about half that of Ij&st year." 
This is not true. Last year, beween June 
5th and September 29th they hid twenty- 
nine cases of typhoid fever in the hos- 
pital, and this year from June 5 to date, 
they have hod thirty-four cases. It is 
very probable that the physician who gave 
the article quoted from an "expression of 
the Northern Berkshire Medical associa- 
tion"was misrepresenting that|body,for it 
is incredible that any number of physi- 
cians could hold the opinions expressed 
there. The belief by .an individual that 
typhoid fever is an " autunal fever and 
hence must be expected to a certain ex- 
tent," thus implying that it is as much to 
be looked for at this season of the year as 
the falling of the leaves or the opening ot 
the chestnut burrs, would be too ridicu- 
lous for serious consideration.; But when 
it is attributed by one of its own officers, 
to a medical association, and published by 
him for the evident purporeof influencing 
public opinion, it is a very different 
matter since it carries with it a certain 
appearance of authority which, with per- 
sons who do not understand the nature of 
the disease, might have • considsrable 
weight. Consequently I take this occa- 
sion to say that any such belief is rank 
nonsense, and that the greater prevalence 
of typhoid fever in the autumn,over other 
seasons is merely incidental and depends 
upon causes and conditions connected 
with the season, which I explained quite 
fully in my first communication to the 
TRANSCRIPT.

F.ven a layman can appreciate the state- 


ment from tho same source, that the stat- 
istics are "nothing alarming" as we have 
had.only nine dcathu from this disease 
since the lirst of June. Suppose these 
nine deaths had been from cholera, or 
small pox, would we sit down with the 
Northern Berlishirc Medical association 
and bay it is an "autniaual"' rliseaso and 
we must expect it? And yet typhoid 
fever is as easily prevented as either chol- 
era or small pox, and nine deaths from it 
in this town in less than four months is 
almost criminal. Judging from this death 
rate, there can not have been less than 
one hundred eases 
since -'".lunc 1. 


As the 
editor of the 
TBANPCRIPT 


vary well says in the issue of Wednesday, 
"This town han no typhoid panic. It 
doesn't want any. But it docs want to 
know if the source ol' a terrible disease 
can be found, and it doesn't want any- 
thing elsr," How no matter ivhat may 
lie the opinion of the Northern Berkshire 
Medical association, nor how many of our 
physicians may diflrer from me in this mat- 
ter, 1 affirm that if the town of North 
Adams is to drive out typhoid fever, it 
must look to the purity of its water sup- 
ply.

of the terrible railroad accident at Pow- 
nal, Vt., recently, in which four well 
known young men of this town lost their 
lives : 


STATE OP VERMONT. 


IN BOARD OF RAILBOAD COMMISSIONERS. 


POWNAL, Vt., August 30, 1895. 


Pursuant to notice to all parties in in- 


terest, the Board met at Povvnal on the 
30th day of August, 1895 to investigate the 
causes of the fatal accident to Edward 
Chaput, Oliver Daudelin, Jerry Trudeau 
and Edward Roque, which occurred on 
the Fitchburg railroad, one and a half 
miles South of Pownal station, on the 21st 
day of July, 1895. 


The State of Vermont was represented 


at said hearing by E. L. Bates, State's 
attorney for the county of Bennington, 
and the Fitchburg railroad appeared by 
its attorney, James K. Bav.helder; A. N. 
Gelineau appeared for the relatives of 
Edward Chaput, Oliver Daudelin, Jerry 
Trudeau and Edward Roque. 


The evidence introduced by the State 


was fully heard and the Commissioners 
visited the premises where the accident 
occun r d. No testimony was introduced 
by the other parties in interest. It ap- 
peared that on Sunday afternoon, July 
21st, the said Edward Chaput, Oliver 
Daudelin, Jerry Trudeau and Edward 
Roque were driving from North Adams, 
Mass., to Pownal, Vermont. Just before 
reaching the State Line House, so called, 
situated sonic two miles South of Pownal, 
they took into the carriage with them 
Clarence H. Prindle. At the State Line 
House they found Kdward White, and 
there they stopped some ten or fifteen 
minutes and eacli one of the party drank 
two glasses of Jager beer. They then 
proceeded OH their way to Pownal 
and stopped 
for a short time at 


tho 
Exchange 
Hotel, 
where, 
with 


one exception, they all drank one 
glass oflagsr beer and then started on 
their return to North Adams, accompa- 
nied by Prindle and White. They drove 
the distance between Pownal und the 
place where the ncvidcnt oucufred in a, 
reasonably careful manner, 
in the im- 


mediate vicinity of the accident tho high- 
way cresses the tracks oi' tho Fitchburj; 
railroad at two points, distant from each 
other about one thousand feet. 
Tho 


party made the first, or westerly, crossing 
.just ahead of a freight train, regularly 
scheduled to pass over the line from Rot- 
terdam Junction, N, Y., to North Adams, 
Maes,, on that da.,y. 
After passing this 


crossing the highwaj runs parallel with 
the railroad, und about three hundred 
fed, distant therefrom, until it again 
crosses the trails at the point where the 
accident occurred. 
Soon after passing 


over the first crossing White alighted 
from the carriage T\ith the expressed 
intention of boarding the moving freight 
train ; the other members of tho party 
proceeded along their way to tho second 
crossing, over which, as they approached, 
the freight train was passing. 
Immedi- 


ately upon the clearing of this freight 
traid, Chaput, who was driving, started 
his horsei over the crossing, just in time 
to be struck by » west bound and regular- 
ly scheduled passenger train on the other 
track. Prindle jumped from the carriage 
unhurt. Chaput, Daudelin, Trudeau and 
Koqiie were instantly lulled. 


The testimony developed the fact that 


the passenger train was a legultir train 
from Boston, Mass., to Troy, N. Y., duo 
at this point at about the time of day tho 
accident occurred, and that as it ap- 
proached the crossing the engineer blew 
the regular crossing whistle ; the bell was 
also rung in accordance with the usual 
custom. 
The engineer of the freight 


train

way of warning to the party in the car- 
riage blew several short blasts of the 
whistle and waved his hand to them ; but 
the noise of the moving freight train pre- 
vented the approach of the passenger 
train being beard and a rank growth of 
small trees, together with the long freight 
train, obstructed any view of the track 
toward the East. As the team approached 
the second crossing, and just before he 
jumped from the carriage, Prindle, who 
had been a railroad employee and under- 
stood the warning signals given by the 
engineer of the freight train, warned 
Chaput that there was danger ahead, but 
to this warning Cbaput paid no attention. 


The Board is of the opinion that the ac- 


cident was occasioned solely by the ne- 
glect of Chaput to observe ordinary pru- 
dence in attempting to cross the tracks. 
The situation at this crossing, with the 
doable track line and tho passing freight 
train obstructing the view, should have 
impressed upon Chaput the necessity of 
exercising especial care in crossing the 
tracks. The Commissioners conclude that 
the Fitchburg Railroad Company was in 
no fault, so far as the proper operation of 
its trains was concerned. 
These two 


crossings, located within one thousand 
feet of each other, while not blind in their 
approaches, are confessedly dangerous 
and the board strongly recommends that 
this portion of the highway be discontin- 
ued and a new road laid out and suitably 
prepared for public travel along the bank 
on the northerly side of the railroad.

A discussion of the future of wages 


in the United States is of immediate in- 
terest to every employer and employee 
in the country. Wo have for some time 
past been experiencing the effects of the 
first movement toward free trade. We 
know and have been repeatedly assured 
that if the representatives of* the free 
trade party be contwued in office, or 
should at any time be restored to power, 
our tariff for protection will be entirely 
abolished and free trade upon English 
lines will be established here. 
It re- 


mains for congressmen to decide which 
policy shall be adopted. The abolition 
of protection to American labor will 
fcimply mean that the wage earnei in 
this conntry must work for the same 
rate of pay"that is given in the country 
of the lowest wage earning capacity. In 
order that the people may understand 
exactly what this is we present the daily 
and monthly wages of Japanese artisans 
and laborers, as recently furnished by 
the United States COD en 1 general, N. W.

Journeys to Conventions. 


Good Citizenship and 


gelistio Work 


Eelng Carried Out on tha Plans Inaugurated 


at the Boston Convention. 


BOSTON, Sept. 27.—President Clark of 


the United Society of Christian Endeavor 
today begun his fall and winter's work of 
traveling over the country, addressing 
conventions. General Secretary Boer &Uo 
started out today for the west. Dr. Clark 
Is to attend 0110 of the largest of provin- 
cial or state meetings, that of the Ontario 
cisivention at Bradford. Dr. Clark's next 
large convention will be at Huntingdon, 
Quo., Oct. a - 


From there he will go to Illinois, one of 


the greatest of all Christian Endeavor 
unions, where he addresses the state con- 
vention at Bloomington Oct. 3-5. The 
southside branch of the Chicago union 
has arranged for a big mass meeting on 
Oct. 7, to be addressed by the founder o£ 
the society. 


From that place Dr. Clark will hurry 


eastward in order to reacn the Massachu- 
setts state convention at Pittsfield, Oct. 
8-9, where ho is to deliver an address and 
conduct the consecration service. 


On Oct. 18 he will go down to Syracuse 


to speak on Christian Endeavor before the 
Congregational council. 


Three days later He will address the 


meeting of the Americ..n Board of Foreign 
Missions at Brooklyn on tno same subject. 
His later itinerary is not yet fully mapped 
out. 


Good Results Accomplished. 


Speaking of his work just prior to his 


departure from this city, Dr. Clark stated 
that the two interests for whish Boston 
stands pre-eminent, good citizenship and 
evangelistic work, are affecting almost 
every large gathering of Christian Eu- 
deavorcrs. Several of the state conven- 
tions have conducted noonday meetings in 
shops and factories, similar to those hold 
in Boston, and in every case the greatest 
success has attended them.

Crushed to the Ground by Means of 


Corruption and Coercion. 


Ireland Robbed of He* Pres- 


tige by Great Britain. 


Conclusions Reached by the Newly-Formed 


Irish National Alliance. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Birth was given by 


the Irish national convention yesterday 
afternoon to an organization which had 
for Its avowed object the Independence of 
Ireland, and a republic by a policy of phys- 
ical force. 
The plan closely resembles 


that ot tha old Fenian brotherhood. The 
Introductory to the report of the commit- 
tee on ways and means and plan of organ- 
ization is here given: 


"The new movement" organization shall tw 


known by the style and title of ths Irith Na- 
tional Alliance. It shall hare for its object the 
securing of the independence of Ireland by any 
means within its power, coniistont with the 
laws and usages of civilized natioas. The quali- 
fications for membership shall be good moral 
character, birth on Irish soil, or descendant 
from Irish parentage on paternal or maternal 
side or both, and the taking of the following 
pledge of honor: 


"I hereby pledge my word and honor to aid 


by everv means within my power, in coniform- 
Ity with the constitution and bylaws of tha 
Irish National Alliance, in securing tha inde- 
pendence of Ireland." 


This organization shall be governed by a 
president, vice president, treasurer and an ex- 
ecut.ve council of nine members, who shall 
hold office for two years, or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and duly qualified. 


A tv.-o-thirds vote of the executive council 
shall be necessary to overrule any motion or 
act of the present Irish National Alliance. 


The president, vice president and one mem- 
ber of the executive council, such member to 
be selected by the executive council, bhall bo 
in charge of the funds of the organization. 


The state organizations shall be modeled on 


the national plan, and all authority to organ- 
ize must come from the national executive, 
andno other authority to organize shall bo 
valid. 


The initiation shall be tl, and dues S3 cents a 


quarter, payable in advance. 


Each local sub-division of the Irish National 
Alliance shall be known as a council. Each 
council shall transmit quarterly to the na- 
tional treasurer 75 per cent of all n'oneye re- 
ceived, altar legitimate expenses are paid. 
Legitimate expenses of a council shall consist 
of ha.ll rent and stationery. 


Delegate Fitzmanvice wanted the con- 


vention to provide for the establishment 
of the Irish republic by electing a presi- 
dent, vice president 
aud parliament. 


Chairman Flnerty disposed of his sugges- 
tion with the remark that the only place 
for the establishment of a government for 
Ireland was on Irish soil. 


Declaration of Principle). 


O'Neill Byan was greeted with cheers 


when he stepped forward to read the plat- 
form proposed for the consideration of the 
convention. He at once proceeded to read, 
under the title of a "Declaration ol Princi- 
ples," the following: 


The people of Ireland are. a sovereign people 
Ireland is by nature separated from every 
other country, and liberty is the birthright of 
her people. Ireland was known throughout 
Europe as a nation long before the dawn o{ 
Christianity, and was the home of civilization 
while Enilaod was still barbarous.' 
». 


England's claims to authority'iti Ireland 


originated 4n force, and have been maintained 
by corruption and coercion. They nave never 
ripened into a right to rule. The title by con- 
quest has never been perfected, inasmuch as 
the Irish people have continuously resisted 
England's power, and endeavored to destroy 
her unlawful supremacy. 


Ireland is-deprived of almost every civil 


right, which the American people most dearly 
cherish. 
Unexampled cruelty and brutal 


vindietiveness, hava been the distinguishing 
features of English rule in Ireland. England 
j 


has destroyed Ireland's industries and ruined 
her commerce, she has placed upon her statute 
books lawa making it a crime to educate an 
Irish child; she burned Ireland's sehoolhouses 
and dastroyed-her churches, she haa driven 
into exil», or Jeft -to perish in her dungeons, 
thousands of men whose only crime was love 
of Ireland. Every measure for the last cen- 
tury looking toward legislative independence 
of tlie Irish people has either suffered defeat 
in the commons or been arbitrarily rejected by 
tha lords. 
England has violated every treaty and 


broken every pledge, and with almost ovpry 
year of the eentury she has imposed upon Ire- 
land brutal laws of coercion, and ono of the 
most drastic character is now upon her stat- 
ute books. 
To tii3 pleas of the people for justice and 


their pravcrs for mercy, England ha? re- 
sponded with the scourge aad the scaffold, and 
yet todav, Ireland enthralled, but enslaved, 
crushed, but not conquered, is in spirit a na- 
tion. 
It has become evident after many years of 
earnest endeavor to obtain a measure of inde- 
pendence from the English government by 
peaceful agitation that appeals to reason for 
justice is futile. 
It is left, therefore, for the 


men of the Irish raca to proclaim again the 
truth recorded by all history, that the liberties 
of a people and the independence of a nation 
cannot be achieved by debate, but must ba 
won upon the field of battle, and wo declare 
our belief that the men of Ireland, who are be- 
ing driven into exile, or into the graves of 
serfs in their native land by English inis.gov- 
erumcnt, aro entitled by tha laws of God and 
m in to use every means In their power to 
drive from their country the tyrant and 
usurper, and we believe that Ireland has the 
right to make England's difficulty her oppor- 
tunity, sni to use all possible means to create 
that difficulty. 
In view of these facts, the members of this 


convention appeal with confidence to their 
American fellow citizen* and all lovers of lib- 
erty to co operate with them in aiding the peo- 
ple of Ireland in the achievement of the same 
measure of liberty enjoyed in these United 
States. Unfortunates Remembered. 


Distinct from the "declaration of prin- 


ciples," Chairman Ryan also submitted, 
on behalf of the resolution, three other 
resolutions as follows: 


Bcsolved, that we earnestly protest against 


the continued incarceration in Englith prisons 
of Irish patriots; that we consider it inhuman 
and aeainst the policy of civilized nations to 
keep in prison men who have acted only in the 
interest of their country and human liberty, 
and that the release of these men is im- 
peratively demanded, not only by the Irish 
people, but by civilization. 


Eesoived, that thia convention expresses the 
hope that the people of Cuba, who are strug- 
gling for political independence and the estab- 
lishment of a republic, will ba sncceseful, and 
tliat we extend to them our heartfelt sym- 
pathy. 
Eesoived, that this convention, recognizing 


the importance to the Irish nation of preserv- 
ing the language, literature and music of the 
people, cummendi the work now being done 
by the Gaelic league and the National Literary 
society in Ireland, and by the Gaelic societies 
of this country, and earnestly trust our peo- 
ple will give them hearty co-operation and 
generous support; 


The "declaration o£ principles" was 


unanimously adopted by the convention, 
as submitted by the committee. 
Tho 


three resolutions were each read separ- 
ately, and were warmly endorsed by the 
convention in a. aijnilar nuinner. Then 
Un lOHuwinR wns suDnucHjuana met witn 
Instant approval: 


Eesoived. that this convention recommends 


the formation of military companies \\here- 
ftver practicable, in order to foster and pre 
serve the military spirit of the Irish rice and 
to b- prepared fer action In the hour of Ens- 
land's difficulty.

The election of officers for thw newly- 


created Irish National Alliance was de- 
clared in order, and resulted as tollows: 


President, William Lyman, New York; 


vice president, O'Neill Kyan, St. Louis; 
treasurer, P. V. Fitr.patrick, Chicago) 
esoentive council, J. J. O'Donovan, 
Lowell, Mass.; Chris Gallagher, Minne- 
sota; MartinuKelly, Tennessee; Captain 


Mngann, Wisconsin; J. Sheeny, San Fran- 
cisco; J. M. Kennedy, Montana; T. J. 
Dundon, Ohio; T. H. Groover, Pennsyl- 
vania, and James Lawler, Texas. 


Mr. Byan was the only one of the newly- 


jlected officers who made any extended 
remarks, the others merely thanking the 
convention for the honors conferred, and 
promising the faithful discharge of tho 
duties imposed. 


J. J. J&satiug explained that in tho fu- 


ture tfc^jr would drop the term, "Brothers," 
which they had formerly used in address- 
ing each other, and adopt the words, 
"Comrades 
of the Irish Republican 


Army." Delegate Father O'Mahoney in- 
terrupted at this point, and, seemingly, 
without waiting to hear what the priest 
had to say, Mr. Keating retorted, some- 
what hotly: "For the first time, the cloth 
of God's minister has interfered with the 
cause of Ireland." 


The convention closed with the singing 


of a new Irish tang, called "God bless Ire- 
land," after which the delegates arose and 
sang "America" and "God Save Iceland." 


Chairman Finerty read extracts from 


several of the English papers on the con- 
vention. He characterized them as "good 
average samples of English blackguard- 
ism and brutality," and wound up by say- 
ing the English would soon have an oppor- 
tunity to see whether the now movement 
meant anything. 


There was a conference during the after- 


noon of the delegates who have had ex- 
perience in military affairs. This meeting 
was held behind closed doors, and all in- 
quiries as to the methods of organizing 
the military arm of the Alliance were met 
by the response that all details would be 
left to the executive officers and executive 
council. 


ANOTHER CONTEST LIKELY. 


Valkyrie May Race With Defender After the 


Distant Shares Trial. 


NEW YOKE, Sept. 27.—It is known that 


Lord Dunraven still believes that the Val- 
kyrie is faster than the Defender, and 
that with a clear course he thinks that he 
couhl win in the kind of weather which 
prevailed on the last two days of this 
year's race. He wants to race against the 
Defender again, and tor the America's 
cup, and probably will be accommodated. 


It would be impossible for the New York 


Yacht club to race against the Valkyrie 
for the cup until the race with the Distant 
Shore has been decided, as Mr. Rose and 
the Royal Victoria Yacht club have a 
prior right under the terms of the deed of 
gift. But there is no reason why tho 
Valkyrie should not sail for tha cup after 
the Distant Shore has been disposed of, 
and this is what has been decided upon as 
far as can ba done without the sanction 
ot the Boyal Yacht squadron and the New 
York Vauht club. 


The question of the course has also been 


satisfactorily arranged, and there will be 
no trouble. Duuraven is willing to ac- 
oept the statement of the committee that 
they will do their best to keep the Sandy 
HOOK course clear, and now believes that 
they will have little trouble In so doing. 


The Defender will bo chosen to race 


against tho Distant Shors and the Val- 
kyrie without doubt. 


A Postponement. 


VTASHtwrox, Sept. ST.—The ram Ka- 


tahdiu was recently docked at Boston, 
and ic was found that the propeller blades 
were badly bent. This is supposed to have 
been caused by picking up a log while run- 
ning, and it is believed to explain the lack 
of speed of the vessel. New propeller 
blades will bo oast and fitted. It is esti- 
mated that the official trial of the Katah- 
din will have to be- postponed for two 
weeks. 


Probable Case of Insanity. 


BALTIMORE, Sept, 27.—Martin Carter, 


under arrest at Portsmouth, N. H., who 
asserts that he murdered a young woman 
named Annie Jones in this city, Aug. 17, 
must be insane. No such murder occurred 
here, but a man named Carter, who lives 
here, has been afflicted with a hallucination 
that ho killed a. woman. The man has 
beon in asylums in this state. It is thought 
the man arrested at Portsmouth is this 
man. 


Criminally Careless. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—The death of 


Robert W. Inman, through the sinking of 
his yacht on Aug. 28, after a collision with 
the steamboat Perseus, was the subject of 
an inquest last night. The jury found 
that Captain Hulse and Pilot Allen of the 
steamboat were guilty of criminal care- 
lessness, and warrants were issued for 
their arrest.

Disappointing to Defense. 


SAX FRANCISCO, Sept. 27.—Dr. Cheney, 


the witness upon whom the attorneys for 
the defense depended to maintain their 
contention that Durrant was attending a 
lecture at Cooper medical college at the 
hour when Blanche Lament was mur- 
dered, instead of testifying that Durrant 
was present at tho lecture, as A ttorncy 
Duprey said he would do, yesterday testi- 
fied he had no recollection of seeing Dur- 
rant. The admission of the roUeall book 
of tho college, in which Durrant was 
recorded as present at the lecture given 
on the afternoon ot April 8, was held in 
little esteem by the prosecution, from the 
fact that it will places witnesses on the 
stand to prove that Durrant frequently 
asked his classmates to answer to his 
name when he was absent, and that they 
complied with his request.
